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Letter  Telle  of  Talk  by..  Professor 
NeWbold  on  Cup  Supposed  to  Be 
That  from  Which  Christ  Drank  at 
Last  Supper. 


Mis.-J  Minnie  B,  James,  B.  S.  1921, 
teacher  in  tlie  Commerce  department 
of  the  college,  now  on  leave  of  ab¬ 
sence,  writes  an  int^'csting  letter 
from  Columbia  University,' New  York, 
where  she  is  now  taking  work. 

Iji  part,  Miss  .Tames’  letter  follows: 
“In  1890  a  cup  was  unearthed  at  Anti¬ 
och.  Since  then  scholars  have  been 
studying^  it  and  ’  Prof.  Newbold,  of 
Pennsylvania  University,  advances  the 
idea  that  it  is  probably,  the  cup  out 
of  which  Christ  drank  at  the  last 
supper.  You  will  find  a  description  of 
it  in  the  Home  Journal  for  November, 
and  in  the  December  or  January  Re¬ 
view  of  Reviews.” 

Miss  James  then  goes  on  to  des¬ 
cribe  the  cup.  She  says  that  she  at¬ 
tended  a  lecture  given  by  Prof.  New- 
bold  in'  which  he  described  the  cup 
with  the  aid  of  stcreoptican  slides. 
The  cup  proper  is  of  silver  and  very 
plain.  It  is  shaped  something  like  an 
egg,  resting  in  a  chalice  which  is  very 
elaborate  and  sets  oft  the  cup  very 
effectively.  On  each  side  of  the  silver 
cup  is.  carved  the  figure  of  Christ  siir- 
rounded  by  five  seated'  men,  each 
with  his  right  hand .  extended '  toward 
Christ,'  the  symbol  for,  ■  ‘  ‘This  is,  a 
divine  being.”  The  figure  of  Christ 
on  one  side  of  the,cup  Tcprosents  him 
In  his  youth,  and  the  one  on  the  other 
side^  .  represents  him  when  he  was 
older. 

In  describing  the  figure  of  Christ  in 
Ills  ,  youth.  Miss  James  says;  ‘‘6ver 
Christ's  left  arm  hangs  an  open  scroll. 
The  figure  is  short  and  /the  costume 
one  such  as  worfl  in.  the  first  cen¬ 
tury.-  Christ’s  head  is  very  large,  dis- 
proptn'tlonately  large,  and  has  a  large 
ai^h  over  the  brows.  The  lips  are  thin 
anj|^:the.  cheeks. ..aye  heavy.  It  is  p 
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homely  picture — not  at  all  our,  ideall 
eatlon  of  Christ.  The  pictures  of 
Christ’s  head  were  a  , revelation  to  me. 
They  were  many  times  enlarged,  but 
oven  then  there  was  a  feeling  or 
sbnse  of  genuineness  about  them  that 
was  impressive. 

"The  elder  figure  of  Christ  Is  more 
mature.  The  head  is  of  the  same  slmpe 
as  the  other,  but  the  face  is  lined  aud 
marked.” 

In  a  further  discussion  of  Prof  New- 
hold’s  lecture  Miss  James  says: 
“Many  arcliaeologists  believe  that 
there  was  no  Christian  art,  and  no 
symbolism  in  tdieir  art  until  the  fourth 
century.  Prof.  Newbold  contends  that 
pagan  art  was  full  of  symbolism ;  their 
literature  was  obscure  from  symbo¬ 
lism,  and  it  is  sensible  to  think  tiiat 
their  art  would  be  symbolic.  It  has 
been  believed  that  Christians  made 
no  effort  at  art  until  after  some  of 
their  persecutions  were  passed  in  the 
fourth  century.’  Sixty-four  years  pass¬ 
ed  before  persecutions  set  in.  That  is 
a  generation,  and  Pimf.  |Newbold  can 
not  see  why  there  should  not  .  have 
been'  Christian  art  then.  He  feels  sure, 
after  comparing  it  with  other  works  of 
art  of  the  third  and  fourth  centuries, 
that  it  was  older  than  this.’’ 

Miss  James  Hus  never  seen  the  orig¬ 
inal  cup,  but  hopes  to  have  tho  op¬ 
portunity  If  it  is  placed  on  display.  It 
is  in  a  bank  vault  on  Fifth  Avenue 
there.

The  larger  schools  favor  higher 
scholastic  requirements  than  the  gen¬ 
eral  requirements  for  participation  in 
atliletlcs  in  the  Northwest  Aiissouri 
High  School  Association. 

Under  the  present  general  require¬ 
ments  of  the  assoeiation  a  passing 
grade  in  three  subjects  is  sufficient. 
Some  schools  favor  a  definite  stand¬ 
ing  of  "M”  or  above.

Dr.  J.  W.  Osburn,  Now  in  Wisconsin 
Department  of  Education  as  Director 
Of  Educational  Measurements, 
Writes  on  Corrective  Arithmetic.

He 
is  liow.  Director  of  Educational  Meas¬ 
urements,  in  the  State  Department  of 
Pnblio  Instruction,  Madison,  Wiscon¬ 
sin. 

'  The  editors’  introduction  to  Dr.  O.s- 
buru's  book  says  iu  part: 

“People  engaged  iu  educational  re¬ 
search  have  known  for  some  time  tluit 
a  very  distinctive  piece  of  work 
being  done  by  Uie  Director  of  Educa¬ 
tional  Measurements  in  Wisconsin. 
This  .work  has  been  carried  forward 
witli  unusual  effectiveness  by  Dr,  .1. 
W.  Osburn. 

‘Dr.  Osburn'.s  contribution  to  the 
technique  of  teaching  has  consisted 
in  tho  development  of  an  unalysis  of 
errors  and  in  the  adjustmept  of  re¬ 
medial  measures  to  tlie  conditions  e.v-, 
hiblted.by  these  errors.  In  tills  proce¬ 
dure  he  has  used  many  of  tlie  existing 
means  of  nieasureniciit  and  has  divid¬ 
ed  others.  He  has  found  that  errors 
ill  arithmetic  are  typical  and  not  mere¬ 
ly  of  haphazard  cliaracter.  The  fact 
that  this  is, true  makes  it  possible  to 
devise  a  successful  method  oi;  meeting 
these  typical  difficulties.  Tills  book 
is  rightfully  culled  “Corrective  Arllh- 
metlc.”  ,  ■

Underweight  Children  Receive  Milk 

Miss  Smith,  of  Uie  education  re- 
parlnient,  reports  that  a  milk  projdct 
is  being  carried  on  in  the  grade 
schools  of  tlie  city.  Last  Monday  the 
school  instituted  a  program  which 
gives  each  child,  underweight,  one- 
half,  .iiiiit  pf  .  milk,  ami  two  graiiam 
ci'iicS.A's  per  day.  ’i’iie  mlik  is  secured 
from  Uie  Ogden  dairy  in  lialf  jiliit  bot¬ 
tles  at  a  cost  of  tliree  cents  per  day 
for  each  pupil.  The  expense  is  borne 
by  llio  pupils  iind  iiy  organizations  and 
citizens  of  the  town,  \ybo  contribute 
to  a  fund  to  provide  milk  for  Close 
uiidenvoight  children  who  are  unable 
to  buy  milk. 

Tlie  milk  is  served  at  nine  o’clock 
encli  morning.  One  pupil  was  found  to 
be  twenty  pounds  underweight.  At  the 
Franklin  school^  thirty  pupils  are  ser¬ 
ved;  at  the  Garfield,  seven;  at  the 
Jefferson,  eighteen ;  at  llie  Ceiitriii 
school, 'thirty-five.
